To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year  1965.  The  report 
is  set  out  as  usual  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/66. 

In  Section  A it  will  be  seen  that  the  population  of  the  Urban  District 
has  risen  by  20  to  5,180,  and  shows  a continuing  stable  total  population. 
Deaths  show  the  usual  pattern  of  mortality  for  the  town  with  a death  rate 
of  9.46  which  is  a little  up  compared  with  1964,  but  not  significantly  so. 
The  main  causes  of  death  continued  to  be  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  with  the  cancers  taking  the  next  position  with  11 
deaths,  one  of  which  was  due  to  lung  cancer.  Births  showed  a fall  to  76 
in  total  giving  a birth  rate  of  14.69.  The  opportunity  has  been  taken  at 
the  end  of  20  years  from  the  War  period  to  examine  the  average  of  births 
and  birth  rate  and  from  the  figures  which  are  of  course,  mid-census,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  population  is  tending  to  age  more  than  would  be 
expected,  and  suggests  that  young  people  are  tending  to  leave  the  town 
and  not  return.  No  case  of  maternal  mortality  has  been  notified  and 
there  were  no  deaths  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and  no  deaths  in  the 
first  year  of  life,  which  is  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

In  Section  B the  general  provision  of  health  services  is  set  out  and 
the  area  is  well  covered. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  are  given  in  Section  C.  I 
must  report  that  I am  very  disturbed  over  the  failure  of  the  Irthling- 
borough sewage  disposal  works  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  area.  For 
sometime  now  we  have  had  unsatisfactory  reports  of  chemical  analyses 
of  the  effluent  from  the  works  and  this  year  has  been  no  exception. 
We  know  that  problems  of  trade  waste  and  of  volume  are  the  prime 
causes  of  this  situation  but  each  year  it  is  reported  that  a scheme 
has  gone  to  the  Ministry  for  consideration  but  no  action  has  so  far  been 
forthcoming.  If  the  load  on  these  works  continues  to  rise  as  it  has 
been  doing,  the  results  may  be  very  serious  indeed.  The  water  supply 
which  previously  had  been  the  duty  of  the  U.D.C.  was  handed  over  to  the 
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Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Hoard  with  effect  from  the  1st  April,  1065 
When  the  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  systems  were  both  managed 
by  the  U.D.C.  it  was  possible  to  part-way  balance  the  water  supply 
position  with  the  capacity  of  the  sewage  works.  Now  that  water  has 
been  removed  from  this  authority  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  authority  are 
aware  of  our  sewage  disposal  problems. 

Section  D is  concerned  with  Housing.  There  are  708  Council  houses 
in  the  district  and  there  are  184  applicants  for  Council  houses  which  shows 
an  increase  of  15  on  1964.  However,  no  new  Council  houses  were  built 
in  1065  though  276  out  of  202  houses  have  had  modern  amenities  provided. 
The  number  of  private  houses  built  during  the  year  was  52  and  30  were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present 
building  programme  for  private  development  will  release  some,  at  any 
rate,  of  the  existing  Council  houses  for  re-allocation  to  the  list. 

Section  E deals  with  Food  supplies  and  premises.  The  dairy  anti 
pasteurisation  plant  which  had  been  in  the  district  for  many  years  closed 
at  the  end  of  April.  Up  to  that  time  the  results  of  testing  had  been 
satisfactory. 

Section  F is  a review  of  the  Infectious  Disease  situation  which  has, 
during  the  course  of  1965,  been  very  satisfactory.  The  Council  renewed 
the  by-law  making  Infective  Hepatitis  notifiable  for  a further  three 
years. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  course  of  the  year  and  Mr.  Philpot  and  his  staff  and  Miss  Pearson  for 
their  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area — The  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough  covers  an  area  of 
2,910  acres  on  which  there  are  1,861  separate  houses.  The  density  of 
population  is  therefore  1.7  persons  per  acre  and  the  housing  factor  2.8. 

Population — The  population  of  the  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough 
is  5,180  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  the  year  1965 
This  is  a slight  rise  on  1964  and  the  natural  increase  is  27. 

Deaths — 49  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year.  This  is  a slight 
rise  compared  with  last  year  and  brings  the  rate  nearer  to  that  of  the 
mean  for  the  last  ten  years  in  Irthlingborough.  Thus  the  death  rate 
for  the  year  1965  is  9.46  per  thousand  of  population  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  of  1 1.5  per 
thousand. 

The  causes  of  death  are  listed  in  Table  No.  1 and  show  the  usual 
pattern  of  mortality  for  Irthlingborough,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  accounting  for  28  of  the  total  deaths.  Analysis  of 
these  show  that  12  persons  died  of  coronary  diseases  during  the  year  and 
this  is  a return  to  the  usual  pattern  after  a year  like  1964  in  which  only 
five  people  died  of  this  disease.  Two  persons  in  the  45-55  years  age  group 
suffered  coronary  thrombosis  and  died  and  it  is  important  that  this  figure 
should  continue  to  be  closely  watched  as  there  is  some  evidence  that  it  is 
possible  by  medical  examination,  early  diagnosis  and  early  treatment,  to 
prevent  this  mortality. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  totalled  eleven,  only  one  of  which  this  year  was 
due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung  and  9 of  the  11  occurred  in  people  over  the 
age  of  55  years.  One  woman  died  of  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  breast 
and  one  from  other  malignant  causes  in  the  45-55  years  age  group:  again 
diseases  in  this  age  period  are  much  more  likely  to  be  remediable  if  caught 
early.  Two  deaths  occurred  in  young  people  due  to  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system,  one  in  the  1-5  year  group  and  one  in  the  25-35  years 
group,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  20  out  of  the  49  deaths  occurred 
over  the  age  of  75  years  and  34  over  the  age  of  65  years. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis.

Births — There  were  76  births  recorded  which  gives  a birth  rate  of 
14.69  per  thousand  population  which  again  continues  to  be  a low  figure 
compared  with  the  national  average  and  is  a fall  of  nearly  two  per 
thousand  on  1964.  The  national  birth  rate  is  18.1  and  Irthlingborough 
has  for  a number  of  years  continued  below  the  average.  The  actual 
figure  in  Irthlingborough  is  usually  too  small  to  be  really  significant 
statistically,  but  if  the  figures  for  the  years  1946-1965  are  averaged,  the 
20  years  of  births  is  77  and  the  average  birth  rate  is  15.2,  and  these  two 
figures  show  that  the  town  is  tending  not  to  retain  young  people.  The 
reasons  for  this  situation  are  probably  very  difficult  to  ascertain  but  if 
Irthlingborough  reflected  the  national  birth  rate  then  there  would  be  94 
births  and  unless  the  young  people  can  be  induced  to  remain  in  the  town 
the  pattern  of  ageing  may  become  more  pronounced.  In  1905  the 
population  was  4,664  and  the  birth  rate  was  32.1  (150  Actual  Births). 

The  population  of  Irthlingborough  has  developed  very  slowly  since 
the  early  part  of  this  century  and  this  is  an  unusual  picture  in  the  develop- 
ing society  of  our  times. 


Illegitimate  Births — Of  the  76  births  5 were  recorded  as  illegitimate 
which  is  about  the  usual  average  for  the  town. 

Stillbirths — There  were  no  stillbirths.  In  1964  one  stillbirth  was 
recorded. 


Maternal  Mortality — No  eases  of  maternal  mortality  were  notified 
during  the  year  and  it  is  now  22  years  since  the  last  death  from  this  cause 
was  notified. 


Infant  Mortality  Again  no  infant  deaths  have  occurred  for  the 
second  year  and  no  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  so 
the  Neonatal  mortality  rate  remains  Nil.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Service  The  area  is  served  by  two  laboratories,  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  which  comes  under  Dr.  Hoyle 
and  the  laboratory  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  which  comes  under 
Dr.  V oss.  Irthlingborough  is  also  served  by  a laboratory  at  Rushden 
Memorial  Hospital  and  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  which  is  a branch 
of  the  Kettering  laboratory.  The  examination  of  routine  water  samples, 
milk,  washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses  are  carried  out  at  Northamp- 
ton. All  the  laboratories  examine  samples  associated  with  the  control 
of  communicable  diseases. 

Ambulance  Service,  Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service  The 

County  Council  are  responsible  for  these  services  and  the  area  is  well 
covered. 


Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-patient  Facilities  The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  these  services  which  are  as 
follows  :

National  Assistance  Act  1948  and  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951  S.  47 — Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  the  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  any  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  who  are  unable  to  receive  this  in  their  own  homes.  During  the 
year  under  review  no  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act. 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  its  good  work  and 
following  are  some  of  the  extracts  from  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Com- 
mittee supplied  to  me  by  Mrs.  E.  E.  White,  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

In  1965  a Senior  Citizens’  Club  (Men  Only)  was  started  and  proved 
very  popular.  This  Club  is  open  6 days  a week  and  in  addition  to  games, 
books,  etc.,  facilities  are  available  for  making  tea. 

The  Darby  and  Joan  Club  wrent  to  Bournemouth  for  their  annual 
holiday  and  as  it  was  such  a success  they  have  decided  to  go  again  in  1966. 

The  usual  Christmas  Party  was  held  and  once  again  5/-  was  distributed 
to  all  in  the  town  over  70  years  of  age. 

A new  fund  raiser  was  found  during  the  Summer  and  a car  cruise  was 
organised  to  Odell  via  pretty  villages  and  Lord  Luke  allowed  the  whole 
party  to  go  round  his  gardens  and  greenhouses.  Successful  coffee 
evenings  were  held  in  the  homes  of  various  Committee  members  in  addition 
to  the  usual  House  to  House  collection  and  Derby  draw. 

Unfortunately  at  the  end  of  1965  the  Chiropody  service  had  a short 
waiting  list,  both  chiropodists  being  unable  to  take  further  patients,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  state  of  affairs  does  not  continue. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply — The  Urban  District  Council  was  responsible  for  the 
water  supplied  to  the  town  until  March  31st,  1%5,  when  amalgamation 
with  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  took  place.  The  chief 
sources  of  supply  for  this  Board  are  from  reservoirs  situated  at  Pitsford 
assisted  by  Cransley,  Thorpe  Malsor,  Ravensthorpe  and  Hollowell. 
Pitsford  is  situated  about  12  miles  West  of  Irthlingborough  in  a valley  on 
a tributary  of  the  Brampton  branch  of  the  River  Nene.  The  gathering 
grounds  cover  about  nineteen  square  miles  and  are  mostly  agricultural 
land  with  a certain  amount  of  ironstone  quarrying.  When  full  this 
reservoir  will  hold  about  4,000  million  gallons.  Treatment  consists  of 
the  raw  water  flowing  to  a pumping  station  below  the  dam  from  where  it 
is  pumped  to  the  treatment  works.  These  works  consist  of  a chemical 
block,  reaction  tanks,  filters,  filtered  water  tank  and  pumping  station. 
The  water  is  first  softened  and  then  passed  through  open  rapid  gravity 
filters  and  then  to  the  filtered  water  tank  for  sterilisation  by  chlorine. 
W ater  thus  treated  is  pumped  to  three  trunk  mains  for  distribution.

Water  supply  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year  due  to 
an  increased  demand  and  diminishing  yield  from  the  wells  brought  about 
by  a prolonged  dry  period  in  the  Autumn  and  Winter.  In  order  to 
safeguard  the  supply  it  was  necessary  to  lay  a temporary  water  main 
from  the  gravel  pits  adjacent  to  the  pumping  station  to  replenish  the  well 
supply.  The  suspicious  and  unsatisfactory  samples  of  new  water  were 
taken  from  the  gravel  pits  but  further  samples  taken  after  treatment  were 
very  satisfactory. 

Water  Consumption — Water  consumed  in  the  first  three  months  of 
the  year  was  32,129,000  gallons  of  which  17,536,000  gallons  were  supplied 
for  industrial  use. 
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Piped  Water  Supply — All  houses  have  a piped  water  supply  with  the 
exception  of  three  houses  in  outlying  districts. 


Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal— Sewage  Works— The 

total  quantity  of  crude  sewage  dealt  with  at  these  works  during  the  years 
was  123,320,000  gallons,  which  gives  a daily  average  of  337,963  gallons.

Other  samples  were  also  taken  during  the  year  and  none  complied 
w’ith  Royal  Commission  Standards,  due  entirely  to  the  gross  overloading 
of  the  sew’age  disposal  works. 

Each  year  it  is  placed  on  record  that  there  can  be  no  likelihood 
of  any  improvement  in  the  standard  of  final  effluent  unless  improvements 
are  carried  out  to  the  sewage  works  and  one  begins  to  wonders  if  these 
improvements  will  ever  be  carried  out. 

It  is  now  four  years  since  a scheme  for  carrying  out  the  necessary 
work  was  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry.  Since  that  date  a 
regional  sewage  scheme  has  been  proposed  and  preliminary  discussions 
held,  but  at  the  end  of  1965  no  conclusion  had  been  reached. 


Public  Cleansing  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  controlled  tipping 
is  carried  out  at  the  Council's  tip  off  Windmill  Road.  5(»() A loads  were 
collected  during  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  194  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
which  shows  an  increase  of  15  on  the  figure  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  district  is  708.  The  number 
of  Council  houses,  including  East  Midland  Housing  Accommodation, 
erected  since  1945,  is  448. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Properties — Three  properties  were  the  subject 
of  Closing  Orders  during  the  year.  As  a result  of  these  and  previous 
orders  four  properties  were  demolished. 

Improvement  Grants — During  the  year  under  review  13  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  were  received.  These  grants  comprised  11 
Standard  Grants  and  2 Discretionary  and  all  were  approved.  This  is  6 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Two  of  the  Standard  Grants  were  in 
respect  of  tenanted  property. 

Since  Improvement  Grants  were  commenced  the  number  of  applica- 
tions received  total  214  of  which  number  213  were  approved,  but  seven  were 
withdrawn  or  not  proceeded  with. 

Work  has  been  carried  out  and  grants  paid  in  respect  of  190  dwellings. 
The  total  amount  of  money  paid  to  31.12.65  was  422,289. 

The  Council  continued  its  programme  to  provide  modern  amenities 
for  their  pre-war  Council  houses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a further  80 
houses  had  been  completed.  Thus,  at  the  end  of  the  year  276  houses 
had  been  improved  out  of  a total  of  292  and  work  was  in  progress  on  the 
remaining  16. 
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SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk — The  dairy  and  pasteurisation  plant  moved  from  the  district 
during  the  year  and  therefore  the  local  authority  was  licensing  authority 
for  the  plant  only  until  the  end  of  April.  During  these  first  four  months 
of  the  year  frequent  inspections  were  carried  out,  the  dairy  being  visited 
at  least  once  per  week.  Samples  taken  during  the  period  and  results  were 
as  follows  :

Assistance  should  be  given  to  the  milk  trade  by  the  general  public  in 
ensuring  that  all  milk  bottles  are  returned  in  a clean  condition  and  these 
bottles  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-cream — There  are  23  premises  registered 
for  the  sale  of  Ice-cream.  Three  samples  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  all  were  Grade  I category. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1960 — 48  food  premises  were  visited  under  the 
above  Act  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  16  cases.  On 
the  remaining  premises  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  noted  and  action 
was  taken  to  remedy  same.  All  the  above  premises  were  visited  at  least 
twice  during  the  year.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox  No  cases  of  smallpox  have  been  reported  in  Irthling- 
borough  and  vaccination  continues  to  be  accepted.  It  is  most  important 
to  maintain  a high  level  of  vaccination  in  the  community  in  view  of  the 
short  flying  time  involved  in  transmission  today  of  smallpox  from  (he 
endemic  areas  to  this  country.  I would  like  to  say  that  I feel  the  efforts 
of  the  Health  Visitors  to  stimulate  interest  and  combat  apathy  in  this 
particular  connection  are  worthy  of  the  highest  praise,  and  I hope  that 
members  of  the  Council  will  assist  them  in  their  endeavours  should  the 
opportunity  arise. 

Scarlet  Fever- - No  cases  were  notified  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession. 

Diphtheria  -No  cases  were  notified  and  it  is  now  over  27  years  since 
a case  occurred  in  the  district. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified. 

Whooping  Cough  For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  notifications 
have  been  received. 

Measles — Only  seven  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  the  year,  all 
occurring  in  the  period  July/August.  It  was  not  a “ measles  ” year. 

Respiratory  Diseases  -For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  there  were  no 
deaths  due  to  influenza,  but  a small  boy  died  of  acute  laryngo-tracheitis 
which  is  an  overwhelming  toxic  illness  affecting  small  babies,  and  a man 
who  was  a patient  in  a hospital  for  the  mentally  sub-normal  died  of 
pneumonia  in  hospital. 

Food  Poisoning  -No  cases  were  notified. 

Enteric  Diseases  No  cases  of  Dysentery,  Epidemic  diarrhoea  or  the 
more  serious  diseases  of  Typhoid,  Para-typhoid,  and  Salmonella  infections 
have  been  notified. 

Infective  Hepatitis  The  Urban  District  Council  renewed  the  regula- 
tions making  Infective  Hepatitis  notifiable  for  a further  three  years. 
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This  will  enable  us  to  observe  the  pattern  of  the  illness  in  the  community 
and  may  assist  us  in  obtaining  a lead  in  its  control. 

Tuberculosis — No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  no 
deaths  from  this  cause  were  recorded.  With  the  population  of  Irthling- 
borough  tending  towards  a high  density  in  the  elderly  it  is  important  that 
vigilance  continues  to  be  exercised  in  respect  of  the  incidence  of  Tubercu- 
losis in  the  very  old.  Heaf  testing  and  investigation  or  administration  of 
B.C.G.  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the  secondary  schools  with  the 
continuation  of  the  satisfactory  response  outlined  in  last  year’s  report.
